The applicants argue that the anhydride would hydrolyze in the presence of a 
polyol, and wouldn't still be present, unreacted in the finished foam. If the anhydride 
hydrolyzes so quickly, it would still be exposed to the polyol after mixing the polyol 
component and the polyisocyanate/anhydride.
